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Abstract 

An Adjustable Denomination Detection Device 

An Adjustable denomination detection device mainly composed of a front 
plate and a back plate joint to each other. There is a cash passageway 
between the front and back plates, and at the front section of the cash 
passageway, there is a detection portion, and the back section thereof is 
controlled by the refund mechanism and the charging mechanism; 
windows are provided symmetrically on the front and back plates of the m 
detection portion, and circuit boards are provided on each of the windows. 
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On the circuit board, photoelectric devices for transmission and reception > 
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are provided correspondingly according to predetermined slope. The 

photoelectric devices are connected to the micro-processor and bv 171

changing the circuit boards with photoelectric devices having different ^ 
slopes, said device could be adjusted to detect cashes of different 
countries. 
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
